San Francisco merchants dread 
the Inter-State Commerce law, as 
they consider their trade in danger. 
At a meeting held by them on 
Monday there was a general agree- 
ment that if is to be strictly con- 
strued, especially the “long hau!- 
short haul’ clause their” overland 
export trade is certain to be seri- 
ously, if not disastrously, affected. 
The only good they can see to come 
out of itis that it will help those 
manufacturers on this coast who 
dispose of their wares here. The 
heavy tariff will keep out op- 
position. Said a merchant of the 
metropolis to a reporter Tuesday: 


The fruit business is the great busi- 
uess of California, end the bill retards 
it greatly. Wecan no longer ship to 
the East, unless the Commissioners 
can come in and greatly reduce the 
rates. Much depends on who the Com- 
missioners are, and that is why I, 
personally, have been anxious to get 
some Democrat or Republican on the 
Commission, from this coast. Our 

special train scheme for sending fresh 
fruit to the East is all knoked to 
pieces. New arrangements must be 
made or we are badly handicapped. 
Whether this can be done or not re- 
mains to be seen. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad Com 
pany bas construed the Inter-State 
Commerce Act in its application to 
the free-pass question, and will is- 
sue Do more inter-State free passes.

A BODIE MINERAL CLAIM. 


An Interesting Case Decided by 
the Interior Department. 


In a letter to the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, relative 
to the case of the Bodie mineral 
entry No. 177, made December 1, 
1883, by Henry Williams, for the 
Great Western Lode claim, Assist- 
ant Secretary Mildrow expresses 
the opinion that the entryman has 


complied with the law as to publi- 
cation and posting notice, and that 
this case need not be sent to the 
board of equitable adjudica‘ion, 
The Commissioner bad declined to 
approve the entry for patent, owing 
to an irregulurity, Lolding that the 
posting in the local office did not 
cover the entire period of publica- 
tion, upon the theory thatif the 
publication is for a greater period 
than 60 days, the posting in the 
local office must over the entire 
period of publication, although an 
identical period of 60 days may have 
been covered by the publication 
and the posting of notice in the lo- 
cal office. When notice is required 
to be given by different forms and 
modes to cover the same continuous 
period of time, notice by either of 
the different modes will not run 
againstan adverse claimant, The 
Department does not take notice 
of publication until notice is posted 
iu the lvcal office, as required by 
law, although the publication may 
have commenced pricr to the filing 
of the notice in the local offices. 
The 60 days witbin which adverse 
claims may be filed will be com- 

uted from the time when notice 

as Ley given by allthe modes 


uired. 

"the case of Miner vs. Mariott is 
cited, and then Mr. Mildrow con- 
cludes: “If the notice is posted in 
the local office on the Ist day of 
publication, an adverse claim 
should be filed within 60 days from 
that date, batif the notice is not 
posted in the local office until three 
days thereafter an adverse claim 
may be file! on the last day of pub- 
lication. This viewis notin con- 
flict with the rule laid down in 
Miner vs. Mariott, and is a compli- 
ance with the provisions of the stat- 
ute and the rules and regulations 
thereunder.”’

The First Session of the Conven- 
tion ef the National Department 
of superintendence at Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Saye the Washington Post of the 
16th instant: The first session of 
the convention of the National De- 
partment of Superintendence was 
called to order in the lecture room 
of the National Museum by Presi- 
dent Chas, 5. Young, of Reno, Nev., 


‘| yesterday morning, with about one 


bundred pedagogues in attendance, 
including Superintendents of In- 


struction from nearly every State 
in the Unido, N.C. Dougherty,of 
Peoria, Lll., is Vice-President, and 
Charles C. Davidsou, of Alliance, 
O., is Secretary, 

The President introduced Com- 
missioner Webb, who, on behalf of 
the people of Washington, wel- 
comed the Superintendents to the 
city. He spoke of the education of 
the people of the whole nation as a 
matter of the first importance, and 
the meeting «of the Association hav- 
ing the discussion of education in 
view, was an event of naticoal im- 
portunce, How tw produce, keep 
alive and foster a profession of 
teaching, makivg it worthy of the 
best meu, wasa subject, the discus- 
sion of which would bring about 
great good. Education and the ad- 
ministration of the public schools 
shoul? be lifted above the level of 
party and entrusted to the best 
members of each community. 

President Young, in_ reply, 
thanked Commissioner Webb for 
his kind welcome to Washington, 
which was the centre of legislation, 
of diplomacy,of art and hi-tory, and 
should be the educational Mecca. 
Congress has neglected the edu- 
cational interests of the nation. 
Appropriations were annually made 
for the Military and Naval Acade- 
mies, but not a cent had been given 
toward founding a great national 
university such as had been founded 
in France, Germany and other 
ceuntries and such as Washington 
dreamed of. The policy of the last 
Congress seemed to have been 
‘millions for defense, but not a ceat 
for education,” and while Wash- 
ington with its beautiful parks and 
its broad av-nues was justly re- 
garded as the model city of the 
world, not even the corner-stone of 
Washington’s great ideal univer- 
sity had been laid. 

Commenting on the convention, 
the Post says: No visitors who 
could come to Washington would 
deserve a warmer welcome than 
thegteachers of the public schools of 
the land wow gathered h:re. ~- There 
isin the world no higher or more 
honorable title than that of teacher. 
We trust they find Washington all 
their fancy paiuted it, and that 
they willthink it worth while to 
set apart one day in the year for a 
National Assenibly here, where the 
weaknesses and needs of the public 
school system can be so profitably 
discussed.

Says the san Francisco Poat of 
yesterday: In order to meet the 
provision, against discrimination— 
long and short hauls, ete.—the 
Transcontinental Association has 
made a new schedule of freights to 
go into effect at the same time that 
the Act becomes a law on April 5th. 
This schedule is not yet in the
